The Late model Maxwell engines ate designed with force feed 
lubricating systems in which oil is forced under pressure to the 
three main bearings. Holes drilled in the crankshaft carry the 
oil under pressure from the main bearings to the connecting rod 
bearings.

Aluminum pistons of the constant clearance type are employed. 
The skirt or bearing part of tins type of piston is slotted on one 
side to provide for expansion under heat and therefore permits 
the use of close clearances. In addition, horizontal slots are cut 
through the piston below the Lower ring to permit the free return 
cf oil from the cylinder wails. 
W ith the effective control of the oil supply which is scoured 
by this oil return provision on the pistons, the possibility of carbon 
formation is minimized. In addition, the characteristics of alumi­ 
num as a piston material tend to prevent the fuel knock which 
often occurs when carbon deposits accumulate. 


W here natural circulation of the cooling water (thermo-syphon 
svstem} is employed as in the Maxwell design, it is desirable to 
use in warm weather an oil which is suitable for fairly high 
operating temperatures. Such an oil will be thoroughly atomized 
and distributed by the Maxwell lubricating system under the con­ 
ditions of summer operation. 


To assure circulation of the lubricating oil in cold weather, the 
use of an oil which flows freely at low temperatures is necessary 
because of die elevated location of the oil duj 
connection to the oil reservoir.

lieves that a non-partisan cabinet of 
economic leaders chosen on a basis 
of their actual accomplishments in in­ 
dustry, finance and commerce and 
unfettered by parliamentary inter­ 
vention, 
would 
have 
held out the 
promise of tangible achievements. 
By way of refuting the charge that 
the coal syndicate 
was 
exploiting 
Germany, H err Stinnes cites a resolu­ 
tion adopted by the coal producers at 
a meeting held at Unna-Goensigsborn 
on September 30, at which the whole 
range of problems affecting the pro­ 
duction of coal was discussed and 
an agreement reached that the price 
a t the mines must be driven down 
to a point estimated at 22 gold marks 
per ton, which is the present world 
m arket cost, in order to permit Ger­ 
man 
manufacturing 
industries 
to 
compete with the 
world 
markets. 
This, producers say, would be accom­ 
plished only through increased ac­ 
tual working hours, the reduction of 
wages and elimination of the coal tax 
and other assessments, which now 
preclude competition abroad for the 
entire range of German manufactur­ 
ed industries, in addition to barring 
coal itself as its commodity. Stinnes 
believes that a man equipped with 
far-reaching 
dictatorial 
authority 
would have to devote three years con­ 
centrated effort to the task not only 
of getting Germany back on her feet, 
but 
in 
registering 
progress 
over 
peace-time levels besides. 
Under date of September 29, the 
Jnagnate 
submitted 
details 
of his 
<‘more production” program to a fel­ 
low member of the reichstag, who 
"Was to discuss the people’s party’s 
position in the course of a plenary 
debase. The letter, written five days 
before the crisis arose, shows that 
Stinnes opposed 
all 
tariff 
agree- 
hents, syndicates 
or price 
cartels 
which tended to increase the cost of 
production and consequently para­ 
lyzed the export industry—a point 
which he charges Stresemann subse­ 
quently incorporated in his program 
speech. 
Stinnes sharply criticises 
Dr. Hermes, former minister of fi­ 
nance, for having conducted irrespon­ 
sible financial policies. After shoul­ 
dering the odium of defeat in the 
Ruhr battle, Chancellor Stresemann 
in the opinion of Stinnes, should have 
immediately undertaken a construc­ 
tive internal program, even at the 
risk of opposing the socialistic doc­ 
trines. 
“The social democracy has failed 
here, as elsewhere,” he added, as­ 
serting 
also 
that 
the 
late 
Karl 
Leigen, head of the 
German 
labor 
federation at least had the courage 
and authority to make the masses 
put up with something which was not 
entirely pleasant.
